London, Aug. 17. — A Shanghai dispatch 
says the Japanese government has author- 
ized a lout of . $60,000,000. Xhe same gov- 
ernment has promised British Admiral 
Freemantle to give forty-eight hours notice 
Iq case the Japanese fleet bombard Wei- 
Hai-Wei or Cheo Foo. Tho eight veaaols 
that passed Ghee Foo, westward bound, 
Aagust 14, were of tho Chinese fleet, which 
^ete . fleeiiig from the Japanese cruisers. 
The fleet went to Lin Kung To where It had 
been loft undisturbed by the Japanese, 

Tho Ending of the court In the oflioial in- 
vestigation at Shanghai of the sinlting of tho 
Kow Shung is that tho ateamor Kow Shung 
was sunk on July 25 by a Japanoao naval 
veSBol. Tho captain and odicera of tho Kow 
Shung shewed great coolness and deserved 
high praise. Torpodooa will bo Uid at the 
ontranoo of Tokio and Nagasaki harbors. 

A dispatch to tho Times from Shanghai 
says the Japanese populace are under com- 
plete official control. Perfect order prevails 
among the towespeople, and the Japanese 
government enforces complete aeorecy in 
respect to all military movements. 

Captain Ingles, who has just oonoludod 
six years' aerviee as naval advlssr to Japan, 
said is an interview to-day: "The ships, 
ofSoers and men in the Japaneae navy are 
distinctly comparable to those of any Kiiro 
pean navy. The officers are onorgetic and 
studious. The engineers are specially fjood 
and tho engines are admirably worked. I 
havn seen tho Naniwa worked one hundred 
revolutions a minute, which waa her nauti- 
cal trial ppeed in England. Tho Japaneae 
aro vory smart with the hand- worked guns, 
but do not take so readily to the hydraulic 
guns. Tho eeanien are entirely ' un- 
oriental.' The Jopaneso officers are faithful 
students. 

" Tho Japanese army, with which I am 
intimately acquainted, is admirably 
equipped. Tho troops exhibit groat dash 
and stoadtooss in sham fights and under Ore, 
and their discipline is extremely good. The 
artillery is remarkably well served. The 
drivers are fearless and the gunners are 
smart. Physically the Japanese are ideal 
soldiers, with strongly developed legs 
and light bodies ore untiring marchers. I 
do not believe that the Japanese seriously 
mean to attack the Chinese forts. They are 
too wise and value their ships too highly to 
do that. I am of the opinion that tho re- 
cent attack at Wei-Hai-Wei was a recon- 
naisance. I believe the Japanese will clear 
the sea before the winter and that the 
.campaign will be mainly on the land. The 
usual commonplace remarks' about the cer- 
bainty of the ultimate Buooeaa of the Chinese 
owing to their numbers and reaeuroes may 
be true, bnt it is not easy to foresee the re- 
sult, Japan's modernity being a new factor 
in the far East." 

Beblik, Aog. 17.— The Berlin Post says 
that the Chinese loan of $1,000,000 has been 
undertaken on the security of the Chinese 
maritime dues and that further amounts 
will probably follow. It is believed that 
tho Chinese 6 per cent, gold loan of £1,500,- 
000 in thirty year bonds will be issued in 
London in September. It is said that the 
Berlin banks will have a share in tho issue 
of the loan, two-thirda of whicli ia payable 
in China in silver. 

VoKOinMA, Aug. 17. — Notioo has been 
issued that revision of tho treaties between 
Japan and foreign powers will bo taken in 
hand forthwith. Tho esaential feature of 
tho revision will be that foreigners will not 
have tho right of trial in their own consular 
courts. Tho government will confer protec- 
tion to foreignora, who will aleo have certain 
privileges in regard to taxation. Foreigners 
are greatly concerned, being strongly of the 
opinion that the time has not arrived when 
their interests can be left to the Japanese 
government. 

Tho Japanese are blocking tho pasaoa in 
tho north of ICorea with tho view of pre- 
venting tho entrance of Chinese troops. The 
Japanese lleot ia seeking the Chinese squad- 
ron. Up to the present the search has been 
unsuccessful. 

San Fbancisco, Aug. 17.— The war be- 
tween China and Japan aeema to be draw- 
ing considerable money from California. 
The steamer City of Pekin, whioh sailed 
yesterday, took *way in coin $73,385 for 
China and $265,800 for Japan, Usually the 
big shipments of money go to the former 
country, but Japan seems to have taken the 
lion's share on this ucuusion.

Lovens, of Douglas county, ex-sheriff, shot 
himself throngh the head at 8:30 tide morn 
ing and died a few minutes afterward at his 
brother's residence. This removes one of 
the best known business men of this county 
as well as a man very popular socially with 
all who knew him. Mr. Lovena was elected 
sheriir on tho Repubiicin ticket at tho last 
election, but only aorved a short time when 
ho resigned his oflico in favor of his deputy 
owing to sickness, Tho dccoaaed was born 
in this county and has reaided here ever 
ainoe.

LABOR COMMISSION. 



Various Opinions Expressed— A Co- 
operative Commonwealth the So- 
lution of Industrial Troubles. 



Corporations Should Forfeit Charters 
For Violations of Contract— Action 
Affaiust Employes. 



CiiiUAtJO, Aug. 17 — Tho labor commission 
have sent requests to Chief Arthur, Grand 
Chief Sargent and Qpmpers of the Ameri- 
can Federation cf Labor to appear before it. 
Kone of the railroad managers have yet 
Ix-.ea asked to appear. 

Director Goodwin of the A.R.U., the first 
witness to-day, thought the solution of all 
labor troables lay in a co-operative oommon- 
weallh. He meant by this a government 
for the people and not for corporations. 

Professor Bern is, professor of social econ- 
omy in the Chicago University, said he did 
not boliovo in compulsory arbitration. He 
cited the Massachusotta law, which pro- 
vides for a board of arbitration for labor 
dif£culticB,and aaid this board was very suo- 
cesaful. There were only three cases of 
failure under It, and these were 
dno to the refusal of one party 
to arbitrate, In this event the 
board hud a right to make the result of the 
inquiry public (and lay the blame where it 
bdlonged. Professor Bomia declared that 
railroads were public iuatitutiona and it was 
necessary to keep them running, but both 
sides should have fair play. He thought 
the time was not far distant when tho ex- 
periment of government ownership would be 
tried. The moat available plan and the one 
which witness favored waa the snggestion of 
uitDQse Day tlial employee be licensed and 
if they violated their agreements their 
license be revoked. Corporations oonld be 
reached by compelling them to forfeit char- 
ters when gailby of a violation of contract. 

Ez-employe Gris^old, of the St. Paul 
road, waa the next witness. He testified 
that none of the railroads would employ 
bim since the strike and be had been told 
that he was black-listed. 

Several other ox railroad employes swore 
they had been black-listed since the strike.

FIERCE FIBE. 

Uontreal Firemen Hare to Contend With 
Flames and illectrlclty Combined. 

MoNTBEAii,' Aag.''^17.— Laat night a fire 
bcuke out in a stable in rear cf the Montreal 
steam lanndry, St. Antolne street, and then 
followed an exceedingly fierce and exciting 
conflBgration. In a twinklint; almoat, the 
fiery tongues of flamo had licked the sur- 
face of the interior and in less than three 
minutea the flames were bursting from near- 
ly every window in tho building. The fire- 
men with difficulty ran up a Hayea ladder 
through tho network of electric wiroa which 
in a abort time began to fall with a squirm- 
ing and spitting that struck terror into the 
throng that had asBombled in the neighbor- 
hood. Hail an hour after the alarm waa 
Bounded nothing but tho frame of the build- 
ings waa left. The two heavy water tanka 
fell with a crash from tho uppur fioor and 
gave tho impression of ^ terrific explosion. 
Tons upon tons of water were poured upon 
tho flamoa but they only seemed to make 
merry at the iiromon'a cli'orts and leaped up 
with renewed fury which betrayed the in- 
lUnimable condition of the material upon 
which It had to feed. In the falling of tho 
tanks the concussion was so great as to 
throw several firemen off the ladders, but 
fortunately none were hurt. By 11:30 tho 
fire bad exhausted its fury and yielded to 
the force of its liquid enemy. Loss about 
$00,000 ; insurance about $30,000.

Over Two Hundred Colored Miners on Their 
AViiy From St. I'aul.

Formal , Statement , of Japan of ,Tho 
BetiBona For Haktngr . War on 
China. 

Only Officially Collected" War News 
Allowed to Be Fubliahed-Coal 
Sales Fovbidden. 



When the Empress of Japan, just srrivod, 
left YokohanuB, ueiva of war and rumors of 
blockade filled the air. All along the Chi- 
nete oowt beaqona and baoya had been re- 
moved, and numerona merchantmen, the 
Empresa of China included, had 
consequence conio to qriof. Railway 
and telegraph lima were boing hastily 
coDBtruoted in both China and Japan 
to facilitate the speedy transportation 
of troopa ; torpedoea bad been laid at the 
entrances of all the rirora ; more ahipa and 
further supplies of arma and ammunition 
were being ordered, and exceptionally strin- 
gent press regulaliona had been adopted to 
prevent anything but " ulliaially corrected" 
war news being published. 

Hence it is that all advices by the Em- 
press are atrongly Japanese in tenor, aud 
mast) be taken cum grano stdis. The chief 
items of intereat in connection with the 
movement of the navy chronicle the capture 
of the old Chinese dispatoh boat Tseng 
Yiang, (Li Hang ohang'a favorite); the shel- 
ling of the Ghlneae craiaer Tai Yuen, with a 
loaa of sixteen Uvea, and the sinking of a 
Japaueae orolaer of the first olaaa by the Tsi 
Ynen'a aiater ahip, the Chan Yuen, com- 
manded by Admiral Lin Paitaeng: The 
Japanese papera leave the name of the lost 
craiaer in blank, and only refer to her de- 
strnotion in the most oaanai way, in obscure 
corners of their issues. A strong effort is 
being made by the Japanese to throw all the 
blame for the Row Shing affair upon the 
" piratical Chinese troopa on board " " who 
forced Captain Galworthy to cast himself 
into tho sea to escape beiog murdered at 
their hands," and blandly assert that Eng- 
land haa the strongoat possible kind of claim 
for damngea ui;ainst China in connection 
with the Kow Shing'a loaa. 

In Korea, China atill appears to have the 
advantage of nunibera"in her land force, al- 
though Japan ia credited with having 20,- 
000 men in the field, and more troopa are 
being constantly landed by both belliger- 
ents. There is every prospect of a severe 
engagement in the neighborhood of Seoul 
betoro many days. Eich of tho European 
powers has landed a small force to protect 
its consulate at the Korean capital. TIio 
Korean King on July 27 released five im- 
portant prisoners of state, a aiator-in-law 
and a neice of Boku Yei Ko, the mother of 
Jo Sai Hit#u, and the mother and a 
daughter of Jo Ko Hao, who were impris- 
' oned in oonneotion with • the rebellion of 
1884 Ifeia generally believed that Boko 
Yei Ko wHl be recalled by the King and ap> 
pointed to aome important poat. It ia re- 
ported that the Korean government haa 
officially intimated to Japan that they will 
promptly sever all cennectlon with China. 

Preparations are rapidly advancing for 
tl.e bombarding of the Woo Sung forts, and 
among the rumors prevailing in Shanghai 
when the last mail left waa one to the effect 
that the defences of the approach to Shan- 
kaikaun, where, as it will bo remembered, 
the great wall o* China meets tho sea, have 
been greatly atrengthened in order to make 
the railway secure from possible raids by 
the Japanese. Two of tho Armstrong 
alphabetical boata with their guna on board 
and two other gunboats are now lying in 
the vicinity in obedience to inatruotioqa 
from Viceroy Li, while 2,500 men have 
been added to the land garrison. This 
force, it ia considered, is strong enough to 
prevent Shanhaikaun being rushed by and 
small Japanese naval force that may ei ope 
the vigilance of the Chinese cruisers in the 
Gulf of Peohili. 

The sale of coal at Kelung, Formosa, to 
any outsider hos been forbidden, the Chinese 
government requiring the whole supply 
The Kai Ping colliery is turning out 2,000 
tons of coal per day, and the coal dust at 
the mines ia being made into bricks. The 
Peiyang fleet baa been divided into two 
rqnadrona, one under Admiral Ting in the 
Ting Ynen, ornlaing in the Galf of Peohili, 
and another ander Admiral Liya Paitaeng, 
in the Chen Ynen, which conveyed the trans- 
porta which left about the 20th or 25ch fur 
Korea. A thi^d division is believed to be 
^t Tdlienwen, ready to escort to Korea the 
second army corps under Gen. Sung, of 20,- 
000 men. Most, of the troopa. appear to have 
been landed at the Yalu river. Tho Foo 
Uhoo fleet while ostenaibly making a domou- 
stration agaioat Loo Chocs, ia to cruise 1)8- 
tween Formoaa and tho mainland. 

Tho formal dichiration of war waa pub- 
lished in Yokohama on the 3rd, in terms ua 
followR : 

" \V.-.. tho Emperor of tho Empire of 
G-ea' J huving aacendud tho throne 

by viuu- u.' t. huenl aucoauBiou uiiuroken for 
ages eternal, fully assured of heavenly aid, 
do announce to all our brave and loyal 
subjects that we hereby declare war against 
China, 

" All our ofiiciula and cflicore, with a view 
to the carrying out of our intontlons, should 
devote themselves to warlike matters or to 
carrying on the )var against China, and in 
all respects strive to further tho national 
object. They are desired to leave nothing 
undone, but, on the contrary, to use every 
means to this end, within the limits of their 
respective offices and in a manner not preju- 
dicial to international law. 

" Over twenty years have now elapsed 
since our accession to the throne. During 
this time wo have conaistently pursued the 
policy of pence, being deeply impressed with 
a sense of the undeairability of being in 
strained relations with other nations, and 
'have always directed our offioiala diligently 
to endeavor to promote friendahip with all 
the treaty powera. Fortunately our inter- 
oourae with the nationa haa continued to 
increaae in intimacy. 

*' Contrary to our expeotationa, however, 
every act of China towsrda thia country in 
cnnnection with tho sffaira of Korea, has 
been oppoflcd to tho principlea that should 
govern tho relationa between friendly 
natioiiB, and haa been a breach of good faith 
towards Japan. 

" Korea ia an independent country, which 
waa lirat induoul by Japan to open its doors 
to foreign iulercourae, and to tuUo ita place 
among tho nations of the world. Vet China 
haa alwaya doBcribad it; aa her tributary and 
haa both openly and eecrotly interfered with 
ita internal aflaira. On tho recent insur- 
rection breaking in the peninsula, China, 
on the pretext thai, Mo meant to protect her 
tributary from calamity, sent troopa thither. 
We, by virtue of tho provisions of tlin con- 
vention of 188.'), deapatohod troops to Korea 
to deal with tho omorgenoy, and also wu 
have made efforts to roliovo Korea from 
internal disturbance, and by main- 
taining peace in that country to 
secure tho peace of the eaat. We 
asked China to co-operate with us to 
that end. China, however, on various 
pleaa, declined oar requeat. We thereupon 



adviaed Korea to remedy the abuaea in her 
adminiatrattnu and atrengthen the guaran- 
tees of demesticppaoe and order, while also 

pjrfect n/ her privileges ai an independvn'. 
n'itior. Koritt adopted the sufigestirna of 
this l^country. China, however, offered 
every obstruction to, and caused delay in, 
the carrying out of reformc; and that conn 
try moreover began the preparation of land 
and sea forces with a view to war. On the 
completion of her preparations she attempt, 
ed to achieve the object of her ambition 
with reference to Korea, despatching more 
troops to Korea and attacking our men-of- 
war in the Korean sea. She thus acted to 
ward Japan in an exceedingly lawless fash 
ion. It ia now beyond doubt that the pro 
ject of China is to destroy the 
authority responsible for the maintenance 
of peace in Korea, and to degrade in 
to obscurity that country which Japan 
introduced to tho world ai an independent 
nation, to ignore tho treaties, which clearly 
defined her independent at'Ntus, and thereby 
to injure the rights and intereata of Japan 
and (Joatroy torever all assurance of peace in 
the East. Judging from tho aotiona of China 
so far, her scheme must have aimed at the 
sacrifice of all peaceful guarantoos and the 
aooomplishment at all costs of her own oh 
jeots. To this stage the situation haa now 
developed. 

" Though it has always been Our desire to 
maintain peace with all nationa, and in do 
log so to display the elory of Our Empire at 
home and abroad, Wo have now no course 
open to Ua but to declare War, in the hope 
that We may be able to restore Peace in 
good time, and tbua to vindicate the prestige 
of Japan,' by the loyalty and bravery of Our 
subjecta."

TBB DEOLARATION OF WAR. 

Japan's Deolaration of War, which the 
reader will find in another column, is juat a 
little too loDR. If the Emperor of Japan 
did not say so mnoh those who are not ac- 
quainted with the oiroumstances of the 
country and of the relations that existed be- 
tween China and Japan might be led to con- 
clude that China had in some way provoked 
the peaceable Govemment of Japan beyond 
eudnranoei and that itcoald not consistently 
with the maintenance of its self-respect 
continue friendly relations with its big 
neighbor any longer. Hut the Dec- 
laration of War shows very clearly 
that China has not picked a 
quarrel with Japan. After having boast- 
ed of the peaceful polioy be had pursued and 
after having professed the strongest^desire 
to live in friendship with other nations, the 
Emperor goes on to say that " Korea is an 
independent country." If that is the case, 
Japan was surely bound to respeot its inde- 
pendence. If China interfered undcly in 
its aSikirs, it was Korea and not Japan that 
had a right to complain. Bat we see that 
Jipan did not reapeot the independence of 
Korea, for the Emperor says that when an 
insurrection broke out in that peninsula be 
sent troops there " to deal with the emer- 
gency " and, further, that he had " made 
efforts to relieve Korea from internal 
disturbance and by maintaining the peace 
in that country to secure the pe<tce of tho 
I'ast. " But if Korea ia really the independ- 
ent country thut the Emperor declares it to 
be, what right had ho to meddle with its in- 
ternal alfairs V Why did he not leave the 
King of Korea to deal with his subjects as 
beat he could ? And why did he not with- 
draw his troops when ho was requested to 
do so by tho Korean fioverumcnt. Hut tho 
declaration mukes tliia further adiuisBion 
with respect to .Japun's dealings with the 
Kincjdotn which it had pronounced 
to be independent : " We there- 
upon advised Korea to remedy the 
abuses in her administration and 
strengthen the (guarantees of domes- 
tic peace and order, while also 
perfecting lier privileges as an independent 
nation." 

This ia certainly not the way that 
one independent country deals with an- 
other independent country. Independent 
countries, whether strong or weak, wise or 
unwise, claim tho right to manage their own 
internal afTairs, and aro certain to resent 
the interforenoo of oven the most kindly dis- 
posed neighbor. We find, however, by tho 
Declaration that China asserted its right to 
interfere in the internal affairs of the inde- 
pendent kingdom of Korea, and that it had 
the audacity to meddle with the reforms of 
the Japanese meddler. Here was a pretty 
Htato of ;l.inga. Hotweon her two very 
solicitous and oliicious neighbors Korea ap- 
parently was not allowed to have a word to 
say in the management of her own 
affairs. She was not even permitted 
to decide which of them she pre- 
ferred as a helper or protector. It was 
Japan, and not Ivoroa, that roaontod 
the interference of China in Korean 
affairs, and because China, with au obotin- 
aoy for wbioh it is remarkable, persisted in 
exercising the righo to aid and proteob 
Korea, Japan not Korea became indignant, 
attacked Chinese troops and declared war 



against China, Aooording to the Deolara- 
tion of War, then, Japan takes up arms to 
assert tho independence of Korea, and this 
it does, as far as can bo learned, not only un- 
asked but positively against the will of the 
King and the people of Korea. More sur- 
prising if possible tbani this,' the Emperor of 
Japan goes to war to restora peace— a peace 
which would not have been broken but for 
hia own aotion. 

Eastern peoples have a very peoulior way 
of expressing themselves and the language 
of state papers, it Is eaid, dlGfers widely 
from the language of ordinary people for 
tho ordinary purposoa of life, but it appears 
to UB that the Japant'BO Declaration of War 
must be strange and ambiguous oven to 
Orientals and diplomatists. 

AN HONEST POLITIOIAN. 

There is at least one man in the United 
Stutea who is not afraid to tell tho people 
the truth as he sees it. Ho does not Hitter 
tho electors and load them to believe that 
if tho Government did this or tliat — cbielly 
something imposaiblo or absurd— they woul'A 
be able to live in luxury withoub working 
hard. On the contrary, he toid them that 
their prosperity depended chiefly dn thoni 
selves, and that if they wanted to get oa in 
the world they would have to ni&ko the best 
of the ciroumatancea iu which thoy were 
placed and work with both their heads and 
their hands. He said ; 

Compare the counties of Freeborn and 
Polk, if you please. In the former, with 20 
townships of land, 18,000 people, 'M cream 
eriea and a great amount of dairy products 
a large number of oattlo, horEP», shoop and 
hogs, and an advanced ayatem of divorsifled 
farming, money is not scarco, and the times 
are far from hard and doiiroBucd. In the 
latter, with S8 townaliipa of land, ."(rj.UOO 
people, only two croiimeriea, tv not numerous 
umnun^ of cattle, still fewer aheep and hogs, 
a scanlineaa of dairy producta and a Byslom 
of farming mainly devoted to wheat culture 
money ia quite scarce and times are very 
hard and trying. 

What makes the difToronco'! They both 
exiat under the same currency ikod the same 
llig. Tho differouoo ia this : In the county 
of rroeborn tho farmera have a largo and 
valuable variety of farm producta, bringing 
a fair price, to exchange for money. This 
makes money plenty and times easy. On 
the other hand, in the county of I'olk the 
farmers have little to exohaogo for money 
except wheat, and that was a very light 
crop, and tho prices, owiog to a glut in tho 
foreign market, were very low. This makes 
money scarce and times very hard. 

It would be well for the United States if 
it had more public man like the Governor of 
Minnesota. IThe troable in the neighboring 
Republic is that too many of the men who 
ought to be leaders of public opinion, are 
ready to'advooate any foolish, impracticable 
theory which may be for the moment popu- 
lar with ignorant and unthinking men. In- 
stead of directing public opiniou they are 
the slaves of any crank or demagosne who 
may, by tlatteriog the people and promising 
them what it is simply impoesible to per- 
form, have gained^ following in the coun- 
try. This ia why Popullem has taken so 
firm a hold in many states. Tho 
men of intolllgenco and experience who 
are perfectly aware of the shallowness, 
the impraotioabillty and the immorality 
of the theories advanced by the Populist 
loaders have neither the indopendenco nor 
the courage to expoao the falaciea and follies 
that are, for tho moment popular, and tho 
people on account of their cowardice and 
their want of true patriotism are allowed to 
go astray and to suffer the oonseqnences of 
following blind leaders. Tho way iu which 
Governors of States and high otiiciala a few 
montha ago truckled to tho Coxeyit;«;a was 
exceedingly dieguatingi and to those v;ho be- 
lieve in popular government moat disheart- 
ening. We bolievo that Governor Nelson 
will lose nothing hy his honeaty and hia 
outspokenness. Even those who do not 
agree with him will respeot hia courage and 
his manly candor. 



INSANITY INORBASINO. 

Insanity seems to be everywhere on the 
increase. In spite of the many hospitals 
for the insane that have been established in 
all civilized countries and the improved 
methods of treatment about which ao much 
has been hoard, the numbbr of insane per- 
sons relatively to the population is constant- 
ly increasing. 

It is said by some that this increase is 
more apparent than real. When madhouses 
were the abodes of ignorance and oruelty in 
a hundred forma, a very Urge proportion of 
tho insane were oared for by their friends, 
and as little as possible was eikid about them. 
Hut now when peraons of unaound mind aro 
humanely and ekilfully treated and comfort- 
ably housed, when the unfortnnates 
are in every way better aooom* 
inodated and happier in the lunatio 
asylums than they would be anywhore else, 
nearly all tho insane aro taken to those in 
atitutions. Tlie number of the insanu in iho 
country is thoroforo much moro easily com- 
puted in these days than it was thirty or 
forty years age. 

The number of the lunatici in the asylums 
of the Three Kingdoms was In 1802 120,000, 
and they were oarod for at on expense cf 
£.S,.'I()5,0()0, or over sixteen millions and a 
half of dollars. Tho nuinbor of the insane 
in Great Hritain and Ireland in ISG- was 
55.025, or 1.81 in every 1,000 of the papula* 
tion ; in 1872 the nnmber was 77.013, or 2 41 
to tho thousand ; hi 1882 there were in tho 
Throo Kingiloma 98,871 hinatlcs, or 2 81 in 
tho thouaand ; in 1S!)2, as wo have 
already staled, tho aumbor was 
120,000, or .'! 18 to tho thousand. 
It will bo soon from thii that in thirty 
years there has been an absolute Incrnase in 
the insanity of the Mother Country of about 
76 por cent. 

This very serious inoroaeo has set men 
inquiring as to its oauao. Theroaro those who 
say it Is mainly duu to horodity. Insanity is, 
thoy contend, transmitted from parent to 
child. This ia not apreaionable; everybody 
knows we Inherit the oomplerion, the fea- 
tures, the statoce, the temperament of our 
anosstors immediate and remote. It is not 



unreasonable, therefore, to concludo that 
we take after them" in mind as well as in 
body. Diseases, such aa heart disouee and 
oonsumDtion, are bransmissable, why not in- 
sanity also ! As a matter of fact, observa- 
tion has proved that insanity runs in fam- 
ilies, and if the figures wehavoquoted moan 
anything they mean that tho tondoucy ia in- 
croaaing. 

Intomperanoo ia found to be one of the 
principal causes of insanity, not only in the 
intemperate poraons themselves, but in their 
children. A distinguished Ifronoh physician 
says : " I receive patients daily at the 
Hioetro in whom I ouu troco tho origin of 
tho malady to nothing oleo but tho habitual 
intoxication of their parents." Another 
tells aathat: " Parents present avast and 
complex field of study. My researches 
bearing upon this point coincide with those 
of authors who have remarked that degenera- 
tion of the species is moro frequent in 
oounlriea whore fathers and inotliers are 
addicted to habitual sottiahness." It ia well 
known that other forms of vice piedispoac 
to insanity. 

The oonolueion that the intelligent man who 
studies this subject carefully will arrive at is 
that insanity will go on increasing in a geom- 
etrical ratio until men study tho laws of na- 
ture and UvQ up to them, Ic was found in an 
early age of the world that there was a close 
conneotion between a healthy mind and a 
healthy body. If men and women took 
rational means to proserva their health of 
body, tho number of disordered minds 
would in a vary abort time perceptibly de- 
crease. Hut if generation aftor generation 
goes on violating the plainest laws of health, 
it is certain that the number of lunatio 
asylums muat bo increased and that they 
will always be fnll. 

JAPANESE NEWS. 

Tho press of Japan Is at the present 
moinont very far indeed from being free. Our 
readers will bo able to see what voluo ought 
to bo attached to war news reaching thorn 
from Japanese sources after they read the 
following extract from the Japanese Daily 
Herald of the 3rd instant : 

Notice has been given in the Oflioial 
Ga/.otto that a very close eenaorahip will be 
at once exercised over the Japanoae preas, 
which is not allowed now to publish any 
thing referring to war news, or foreign in- 
tercourse, without its being previously sub 
mitted to and sanctioned by the Minister of 
Home Affairs, Any violation of this re- 
striction created by an Imperial Ordinance, 
by either author, editor, printer or pub- 
lisher, is to be visited by imprisonoient, 
with labor, for one month up to ttro years, 
or by the icHiotion of a fine of from 20 to 
300 yen 

Tho eCTeot of this will be to place tho press 
entirely under Government control, v hioh 
may perhaps h'lve one good tiTecL — that of 
imposing a check on tho fabrications with 
which tho native press has teemed ainco 
hostilities were contaoiplatod, and the war 
in Korea began. Hut on the other hand, no 
information with regard to roverses, or news 
which the Government would rather not 
have disolosed, will be likely to be given. 

A PROPHBT gone: 

Canada is to lose its own and only prophet. 
" His name," the Montreal Gszette sayi, 
Wiggins," and then it goes on to say " he 
lives at Ottawa and he la by profession an 
astronomer, hut he docs not confine himself 
to the use of the telescope anil tho other in- 
struments of his craft. He has the gift of 
prophecy, and loohs far behind and ahead. 
He was the gentleman wfao told ns the iu' 
habitants of Mars had seen oar eleotrio 
lights, and he can tell yon what weather we 
shall have next year but ono. He has die- 
covered tho ciuao cf fsoah'a flood, and ho 
goes further buck than that. He is a verit- 
able antedilavtan. Ho knows what men 
were like btfdre they appeared on thi 
planet at all. *' When in our native sphere, " 
says Professor Wiggins, ' we navigated th 
Marsian attnoaphere with wings, but when 
transferred to our heavy planet, where tho 
solar attraction is so groat, we became sub 
ject to death and disease in the carbonic 
atmosphere.' In ooune of time Prof. Wig- 
gins will doubtloRS take unto himself wings, 
but at present it ia his intention to make 
Washington or New ^'ork hia permanent 
ab3do. Canada will long lament his 
loss, but of course we ould not ex- 
pect to retain a prophet and philosophor of 
such tranacondcnt powora."

The bags of mail were also handed to the 
shore-going boat, and the big liner's buai- 
nooB with Victoria was disposed of. Hor 
trip across was pluasant and eventful. 
When sho left Hongkong tho air was already 
full of news of battle and rumors of hlock- 
iide. No call was made at either Kobe or 
Nagasaki, and the navigation of tho 
Chinese coast was attended with more 
than ordinary difficulty, the greater cau- 
tion being necessitated by the removal 
of all tbe usual aids to navigation. It waa 
to this no doubt that the stranding of the 
Kmpresa of China Is to be attributed, and 
until such time as the war is over and the 
boucona and buoys are replaced, few if any 
of thu trans Pacific fleet will visit any ports 
but Hongkong and Yokohama. The saloon

HOME FROM .JAPAN. 
Little news, but a big catch, ia what tho 
sealing schooner Dora Sioward, command'id 
by Capt, Colo, reported on arriving homo 
from tho Japaneao coast last ovoning. Since 
December 2!), the date of tho achooncr'a 
departure from here, the vessel did not 
moot with an accident of any kind, and her 
rrow have all enj lyed good health, not one 
of thcni having ButTored the misfortune of 
being lost from their vessel. A long list of 
accidents and mishaps to the eealing fleet 
on the .Japan coast was, of course, heard of 
by Capt. Colo during his expedition, but 
there aro none of them which have not been 
previously chronicled. On May last tho 
sishooner put into Hakodate tor supplies, 
but aince then she has been at aea and hunt- 
ing np till twenty five daya ego, when she 
started for home, leaving the sealing 
grounds with nearly 2.600 akins. About 
the only vessel which has not previously 
been reported, and which was spoken by 
the Sieward on her way home, was the San 
Francisco steamer Alexander, bound for 
Ounalaska, and ont four days from 
Hakodate She had a load of sul- 
phur on board. This has been Capt. Cole's 
third year on tho Japanese coast, and so far 
he has always been successful. 

FKOM OU.VAIviSKA. 

The stranger which arrived in Royal 
Roada on Thursday evening turned out to 
bo the ship Iroquois, which just returned 
from Alaska after delivering a carRo of coal 
for the U. S. Behring sea patrol fleet. She 
brought down a letter from Ounalaska, 
dated July 2 t, for Mr. E. B. Marvin, in 
which about tbe first news from the aoaling 
fleet in northern coast waters wa<i given 
The letter states that tbe schooners Triumph, 
Sapphire, Beatrice, Ainoka and Minnie had 
been at Ounalaska for about ten days, but 
were intending to sail for the Behring sea 
tho following day. The IJ, S. ateainahip 
Mohican waa alao there and had given ihu 
eohoonera pormiesion to enter tho aea. H. 
M. S. Pheaaant up to date of writing had 
not been heard of ut Ounalaska,

He Discusses His NortLeru Expei'I 
ences— Compelled to Modify 
His Plans. 



Will Try The Spitzbersren Boate Next 
Year With Hop^a of 
SnceesB. 



Tbomsoe, Norway, Aug. 17.— ^^altcr 
Wellman, with the crow of the crushed 
steamer Rsgnavald-Jarl, arrived hero on 
Wedneaday by the fishing yacht iiorntone, 
Capt. Jansea, from North Spit/.bsrgon. Dis 
ouaaiog the failure of hie expeditiion to reach 
the pole, Mr. Wellman said : " After the 
lose of the Ragnavald' Jsrl and the conee- 
quent breaking up of my lino of rotrout, I 
was compolled to modify my piano for the 
summer's work and muko euro to ho ablo to 
return to the ooaat of Spilzbergon earlier 
than I intended, though the expedition 
reached within a few miles of the eighty 
first parallel on May 12, cloven days from 
Tromsoo. The season had then changed to 
the other extreme. North of the Seven 
islands, situated at iho extreme north of 
Spitzbergen, as far aa we could see were 
ID|MC8 of heavy, unbroken ico, which ap. 
peared abaolutoly impaasablo. 

"The expedition then turned its face east 
aloBK the northeast land, and then the 
northeast gales broke up the ioe, wbioh had 
promtaed to afford aome . easy travelling 
l^he whole nortbeaafa laind was explored, toe 
aoientlfio men of the party makiax intei eat- 
ing observaitiooa In ^oiogyand natural fa ia 
tory. Prof. Owen Frenoh, of the ooast and 
geodetic aurvey, Waahlngton City, accur- 
ately surveyed a large part of the coaut. 
Among the pointa added to the map by vir- 
tue^ of^the diaooveriea made during this sur- 
vey arS Capea Gresbaro, Whitney, Armour 
and Scott;^ and Walsh island. 

"On July 1, with aeven men and an 
aluminum boat, I started ,on my way over 
the pack ice, but was ootnpelled, after aov- 
eral days of frightful etrugcling with the 
ice, t;0 give up the attempt. On July 4 I 
started to return to Walden island, oroealDg 
to Dovo bay, ^^'e were air compelled for 
houra to wado thrtT.i^h water waist high. 
The Bcrewiog of the pa^k foe threatened to 
destroy tlio boats and sloigha, but though 
thoy wore subjected to the harde^t uaagoa 
the aluminum boats o^kme through <iQin- 
jared. Had it not been for the protec- 
tion aiforded by the water-tight cases 
progress would have been impossible in 
the pack ico, wh^ra the men and sloighs 
were half the tim^ in water and half the 
time on the lea. Croaaing Dove bay, Alme, 
thn metaorologiat of the party, broke a 
bOkie of bis right leg and bad to be carried 
in the boats to Waldcn ialand, which waa 
reached July 22. We waited a fortnight 
for open water, and on Ang. 4 decided to 
push throngh the ioe. The attempt which 
was a most dangerous one, waa succcasful 
and four boats reached Low island on Aug. 
C, where we sighted the Berntono. Ei'enta- 
ally we hired her to convey our party to 
TromaoG. VVe sailed from Low ialand on 
August 7 and reached Diro'a island on 
Auguat S. There we took on Prof. Oyon, 
the geologist, and HydabI, the runner and 
sportsman from the Univcraity of Chris- 
tiania, and the stores which they were 
guarding for ua. Though we wore unable 
to fjet as far north aa wo hopod to got iu 

1894, because of the loss of our steamer and 
the bad nature of the season, I am deter- 
mined to try the Spitzbergen route again in 

1895. " 



HAWAUAN VISITORS. 

Two Prominent Baslnesg Uen on the Sound 
and What They Have to Say. 

Seattle, Aug. 17.— T. J. King and L. 
L. McGandlesa, prominent buaineaa men of 
Honolulu, are here. Mr. King ia a whole- 
lata hay and grain mecebant, and Mr. Mo- 

CAndleas ia in the well-boring and cattle 

iralaing buii'aois, and will take back a herd 
of forty-throe Polled Angus cattle from El- 
lenaburg, which he will introduce In hia herd 
on the islands. Moat of the cattle on tbs 
i«knds are of the Duiliam and Holstein 
breeds, and Mr. MeCandlesa says he thinks 
'.he Polled AugUB do better in that climate 
and are much better for beef. Hia herd 
numbers 2,000. 

Mr. King says that hay and grain grown 
in this state give great satisfaction on the 
islands, and thinks, as soon as transporta- 
tion facilities improve, an immense trade 
will grow up. He said that he and Mr. 
McGandless had been hunting for a vessel 
lo carry their cargo ever ainco thuir arrival, 
but had not been able to find one suitable, 
and would have to go to Blakely iu search of 
one. ■> 

When asked aboub the tumot that an op 
position line of ateamera to Honolulu waE 
about to be eatabliaited, Mr. King said : 
" While it would undouotedly be beneticiitl 
to both Seattle and Honolulu merchants, *[ 
don't think the scheme will be consum- 
mated, for the reason that the ships 
would have to oome back compara 
lively empty, as all the sugar has tu be 
taken to San Francisco by vossola operated 
by tho 8uf;ar trust. The only way I see to 
succcaafiilly oppoao the Canadian Pacific 
Bteamors is to send goods lo Han Francisco 
by atoanier and there load them onto the 
ships that are going after sugar. This could 
be done cheaf.or than to aond direct from 
hero to Honolulu by the Canadian Pacific 
atoamera at thoir present rate. Tlio Kwa 
plantation, one of the largest on tho ialands, 
will produce S.OOO tona of eugar this seaBon, 
a very fair crop. Tho land on this plantation 
is irrigated by twenty artesian wells, which 
flow 17|00O,0O(J gallons of water every 24 
houra." 

Speaking of political afifaira, Mr. Mo- 
Candlaea said : " The natives think that 
Cleveland will restore tho (jucen to 
her throno and restore her rights 
The principal supporters of tho 
ex queen on tho islands are the 
English roaideniB, and there is not a doubt 
in my mind that it she had boon restored 
they would have established a protectorate 
over the islands within twenty-four hours, 
Iha American reaidenta to a man are anxi- 
ous for annexation, and are for the present 
eatiafied with the preaenb adminiatratlon. 
During the paat year a large number of Japs 
have arrived, and there are now 20,000 of 
them there. Moat of the labor on. the plan 
tationa is done by them and Chinese, and 
we find aa a rule that the Chinamen are bet. 
ter workers. The natives are good for 
nothing, and seemingly devoid of ambition. 
While times have been a little quiet during 
the paat year, there has been no aulToring to 
apeak of, and our little republic ia in a 
healthy condition financially."

TO FIGHT FOK JAPAN. 

Rpported Enltatment of White Men to S«rv6. 
in the Mikado's Army. 

Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 17.— The Chi~ 
neae and Japanese colonies here have been< 
greatly atirred up lately by thopreBenceof a 
mysterious white man who makes hia move- 
ments secretly, and who, to thoae lie has 
confidence in, exhibits oredentials from the 
Japanese war dopartmant, deputizing him 
to make contracts with persons or corpora- 
tions in the name of Japan. It is learned 
tha», hia purpose is to enlist a thousand 
sturdy Amoricins, men who have had ex- 
perlenoo as soldiers, in tbe service of the 
Mikado for the particular work of fighting 
the Chinese. 

This emissary has made oontraeto with 
the steamship companien for the transporta- 
tion of his men. He olForB §20 a month to 
men who can pass tho physical txaminatiou, 
and promieea them tho best of rations and 
aooommodations. The prospect of looting 
some Chinese mandarina' palaces is not tho 
least of the prospeols which dazzle those 
adventurously inclined young men who are 
flocking to the support of the chrysanthe- 
mum dynasty, and, aa far aa can bo learned, 
the rcgimontB will soon bo completed. The 
mou will 1)0 armed with tho lutest pattern 
of military rifles, similar to tho Mannlioher 
type, and tho uniform, it ia claimed, will be 
a thing of da/.zling benuty alnunding in 
color clloota. Tho men are guaranteed a 
return paeaago to this oonntry if they sur- 
vive, or continuous employment in tbe army 
if they prefer.

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MUNICIPAL HOUSEKEEPING, 



Wbat Gehnaa Cities Do for Their In 
habitants— The Edacational 
System. 



-Public Works and Enterprises— Latest 
■ linprovenients at tlie 
Capital. 



(By Albert Shaw, in tho Century.) 

In Gdrniany the community org;in- 
ized centrally and officially, is a fur 
more posilivo fiictor ia the life of tlic 
family or the iiKiividual than in America. 
The Cioniimi iiiunicipiil government is 
not to ho 8li:vri)ly distinguished from tho 
municiiiality, and tho nuuiicipality is tho 
aggrogrition of human beings and human 
interests included within the territorial 
boundaries that fix the community's area 
.and jurisdiction. There are, in tho con- 
ception of a German city government, no 
limits whatever to the municipal func 
tions. It ia the business of the -uunici- 
pality to promote in every feasible way 
its own welfare and the welfare of its 
■citizens. This conception must bo cave- 
fully distinguished from socialism, with 
which it seemu to have much in couimou, 
although I could easily give a great num- 
ber of illustrations to show how indepen- 
dent of each other tho tivo things are. 

The German city holds itself responsi- 
ble for the education of all ; for the pro- 
vision of anuisemcnt, and tho niciins of 
reiTcatiou ; f(jr the adaptation of tho 
ti'aininj; of tlie young to the nece-s.sities of 
L;aining a livelihood ; for tho health of 
families ; for tho moral interests of all ; 
for the civilization of the people ; for tho 
promotion of individual thrut j for pro- 
tection from various misfortunes ; for tho 
development of advantages and op[)or- 
tunitie-s in order to promote the indus- 
trial and commercial well-being ; and in- 
cidentally for the supply of connnon ser- 
■vices and tho iutroduetion of conven- 
iences. The methods it employs to gain 
its ends are sometimes those advocated 
by the socialists, and sometimes they are 
diametrically opposite. 

PUBLIC WOUK.S IJT OEK.MAK CITlK.s. 

It is not strange that the American ob- 
server should at first be most impressod 
by the splendid efficiency of German city 
governments in the prosecution of ])ub- 
iic works and enterprises. This is largclj' 
due, of course, to tho superb and contin- 
uou"j organization of the executive ad- 
ministration. The burgomaster is aetu:il- 
ly or virtually a life incumbent, and his 
magisterial associates, who conduct the 
various departments, either hold their 
places by life tenure or else upon terms 
practically as jiormanent. The city coun- 
cil, representing the people's will, is re- 
newed by instalments. The terms are 
long, and re-elections are so usual that 
the personnel of tho body is transform od 
very slowly, and nothing like an abrupt 
or capricious change of policy is ever to 
be feared. Consequently it is possible to 
make long plans, to proceed without 
haste, to distribute burdens through 
periods of years, to consult minute econ- 
omies, and to make an even, symmetrical 
progress that has far more of tangible 
achievement to show for every half de- 
cade than could bo possible under our 
s|)asmodic American methods. A Ger- 
man city, let us say, decides to have well- 
paved streets, and to modernize its whole 
thoroughfare system, it proceeds to 
learn evorylhing t\r,\t can possibly be 
known about street-making. The ell'ect 
of its immediate climatic ciniditions 
upon diil'erent kinds of materials is 
studied theoretically and exi)erimentally. 
The municipal department of public 
works does not move a step until every 
detail of the problem from the engineer- 
ing and from tho linanciering stimd- 
point has been thoroughly aolvc^d. 
All ovi- ■ (Jeniiany these departments 
are busy carrying out the mandates of 
their respective municipalities, and creat- 
ing on permanent lines the material at- 
tributes of tho well-ordered modern 
city. Nothing is hurried, yet nothing 
Meems to lag when once begun. Street 
systems are rectified. New suburbs are 
judiciously laid out. Here a new water 
supply, introduced from high sources, 
employs engineers, architects and con- 
duit-builders. In another city new 
sewers are in progress, on a pLni for the 
<!omplete and final drainage of tho ])lace. 
River frontages are undergoing magni- 
ficent improvement for purposes of water 
traffic. Gas works, electric plants, mar- 
ket houses, i)ublic abattoirs, .■school Iniild- 
inps, epidemic hosjiitals, bridLjea, 
wharves, subway.s, or whatover cIhc the 
expanding rcquirenieiil;a of tlio uninici- 
pality may ordain — all are under cun- 
.structi'Ui hy methods that in.suri' tlio 
liighesl utility and tho greatest periiian- 
once. All goes on with a combination of 
t'lose economy and geiuu-ous foresight 
such as no other nation ever exhibited. 

TliU MOI)KRNIZIN(i OF UKKLIX. 

Berlin's now era of municipal progress 
may lie .'^aid to dale irom liitil. In tliat 
year it annexeil considerable suburban 
territory. The old city walls were torn 
down to give free communication with 
the new (juartcrs. The Emperor William 
I. came to tho Prussian throne in IStii, 
and his accession marked tho beginning 
of a liberal pcdiey on the part of the 
.state toward tho city of ]>orlin. Tiie 
now ratli-haus (city hall) was begun in 
that year. Prussia's advance among 
European powers gave Berlin an ambi- 
tion to rival Paris. Tho influence of the 
llaussmann transformation of Parisian 
streets was felt in the German capital. 
The successive wars and Prussian vic- 
tories of I8(M, ]8()(i, and 1870-71, ending 
with the formation of the (■orman em- 
pire and the deaigniition of Jierlin as its 
capital, eiKirmously stimulated tlie mun- 
icipal life. A pdiey of bold initiative 
was entered upon. Boulevards wore con- 
structed, and the new suburbs were 
handsomely laid out. Tho royal govorn- 
nient had always controlled the inner 
-street Bystem - togetlier with tlie paving, 
tho drainage, the S|)roe navigation and 
tho liridges — :uid iiiul allowed a private 
company to furnish the water supjily. A 
private company also controlled tho gas 
supply. Education was largely in private 
or clerical hands. But tlio awakened 
munieiiiality .acciuired from the general 
govenimi'ut in 1.S7I, the control of tho 
slreelH, and .set aliout reforming them. 
It entered upon projects of widening 
and .str.iiglitening line.'iof main thorough- 
fare, and of laying good pavonionts. I'lio 
process has gone on steadily to this day,' 



with niagniilcent results. The ciby ac 
quired control of the shallow and sluggish 
Spreo, embanked it with massive walls, 

flanked it with broad stone quays 
dredged it for heavy traffic, and replaced 
its old wooden bridges with modern 
structures of stone and steel. 

In 1873 tho municipality acquired con 
trol of the water supply, and at once prO' 
ceeded to create a new and improved sys- 
tem. It also determined to abandon the 
growingly dangerous practice of draining 
tlie city sowago into the diiiiiiuitive 
■Sjjreo ; and it entered not only upon a 
marvolous system for tho dispofal of 
sewage, but also proceeded, in tho inter- 
est of the public health, to create a great 
series of sanitary institutions, including 
iiiunicipal slaughter houses and market 
lialls, hospitals for infectious diseases, 
uuilied arraiigemonta for public and ])ri 
vato cleansing, and systoinatic inspection 
of food, houses and allconditions atl'ecting 
the public health. Tho bogiiiniiig.s of 
tho municipal gas manufacture had dated 
from about 1870, and tho anecoss of tlie 
experiment led to very great tMilargo- 
iiients in 1875. Meanwhile, education 
liad been municipaliKod with an energy 
and thoroughness perhaps unprecedented 
anywhoro. Manufactures and railways 
had boon encouraged, and technical tiiid 
practical education had boon so arranged 
as to promote Berlin's development as 
centre of industry. I'arks, recreation 
grounds and gymnaBtic establishments 
were provided for tho people. Housing 
was at length brought under niunici[)al 
regulations of a very strict character, in 
the interest of the working masses ; and 
an excellent and comprehensive system 
of street railways was devised — under 
municipal inspiration, though undor pri- 
vate management — for tho Ijottor facilita- 
tion of local transit, and the wider dis- 
tribution of the rapidly growing popula- 
tion. Berlin is about four times aa largo 
as it was in 18(10, and tho imnionao influx 
of i)oople, cliietly of tho working classes, 
has boon received and accommodated 
with an ease that seems nothing short of 
magical.

LIGHT FROM EDBBISH. 

Giirljay;e Crematories iiuil Their Oiieratlon— 
A Great Future Before Tliem. 

(From tho Toronto Globo.l 
Hitherto the garbage orematorioa erected 
by Mr. Ckiatsworth have been regarded ub 
models of oompleteness and ecoeomy. From 
several oitlea of the United States expects 
have oome to exsmlce'them, and have stated 
their opinion that in few cities has the de- 
struction of garbage been so satisfactorily 
provided for. That the erection of these 
rnbbiah destroyers has had a beneficial effect 
upon the public health ia beyond queBtion, 
Outbreaks of diphtheria were common in 
the neighborhood of the garbage dumps, 
and so directly traceable to them that tho 
city was not infrequently made defeod&nt 
in uotioDS to recover damagea for death 
caused by the gasea generated, Now all 
the dangeroua portion of the city'a refuse is 
destroyed by Cra at an expense of but little 
over $8,000 yearly, in addition to the cost 
of haulage. 

A writer in Chambers' Journal, however, 
shows that what we have been wont to re- 
f;ard as a model aystem ia, after all, waste- 
ful in the extreme, and that garbage can bs 
made to serve a useful purpose wliile it is 
piaiiliig through the fire. M. de Livet, a 
Freooh engineer, has invented a crematory 
ia wbieh'tbe heat prodnoed in the destrno- 
tion of garbage is .utilize A for the pcodnation 
of steam, which, in torn, operates maobia- 
cry for the generation of eleotrio power, 
The generator 'consists of three cylinders, 
two of which are fitted with Internal fire- 
grates and flues ; whilst the third one, placed 
centrally above, is kept about half fall of 
water, and aota as a ateam-chest. The 
speoiilty of tho furnace Is the adaptation 
of Buch inrw of fiiio ii9 will utiliza the in- 
creasing density of weight of tho casoa geo. 
erated aa they travel towards the chimney, 
thus inducing a high velocity of air throufih 
the furnace bars, and rapid combuation and 
intense heat to tho furnacoa themsolvea A 
Livet crematory in now in operationjin Hali- 
fax, Yorkahire, and it may bo that Aid, 
Shaw, in his pilgrimago in aoarch of lonio- 
thirg new in the municipal sphere, may 
oome across it and give it a plaoo in the 
budget of novelttea that be will unfold on 
bis return. 

Tlie steam produced from tho Halifa.x 
crematory is anffioient to providj current 
for a number of 2,000 omdlo power elec- 
tric lights and for a 2.'),000 candle power 
search flight. The material coneumcd is 
very rough, but it has been aacettaiccd that 
from three to five pounda of garbage 
will produce as much light as one pound 
of coal consumed in the ordinary way. 
If experiments elsewhere produce rotulta 
in any degree oorrespondiog to this, there 
is a great future before the garbage ore- 
matory. At tho present time London 
Bonda out to eea I.i'OO.OOO tons of rubbish 
yearly. This would give power of equal 
amount to that produced by 300,000 too* of 
coal, and would mean a saving of over 
SI,U00,U0O In the ooal bill of the world's 
met^ropolis. In Toronto the gain would not 
be so marked, but even here it would not be 
insifiniScant. Over 11,000 loada of ordinary 
CarbttKB woro cromntod lust year in addition 
to \ cats and .SOO dcga. Making the 
b.isis of caloulution imo load of garbage to 
tun of coal, tho amount of steam that cnuld 
havG boon produced would havo provided 
oloctrlcity for l.')0 electric lights of 2,000 
candle power, the fuel being of tho iiioney 
value of SI. 500. Tho entire coat of operat- 
ing the orematoriea waa loss than §9,000, so 
that tho ntillzition of tho heat produced by 
the adoption of tho Livet syatom would 
reduce the cost of cremation one-half. The 
Halifax experiment will be watohed with 
interest by munioipal experts.

Chinese Ueportatlen. 

San Fbancisco, Aug. 17.— An Interesting; 
question of Chinese deportatioa will come 
up tor hearing in the United States Distriut 
court on Monday. The oiroumstancQS of the 
case are briefly these : \\'on;r All Hung w»a 
sentenced on Uecember 1 1, 1887, to two Son 
Quontin terms of tivo years each and to pay 
a fine of §1,000 in each of the two osee, for 
importing Chineao women for immoral pur- 
poses. At the expiration of his prison terms 
ho was brought ilowu from ,San l,hieulia and 
lodcc'd in llie Broadway y\\\ until ho paid 
the linos. After si.xty days' stay iu jjiil ho 
waa released on Monday last after taking 
wliat ia known as " the poor man's oath." 
I'ub no sooner had lie paRsed out of the jail 
portals than ho waa arrouLed by tho United 
States marahal for doportation to liis Ori- 
ental home. Hunt's attorney now claims 
that I>oforo hu waH sent to prison ho was » 
merchant doing bueiuess in this state, and is 
not therefore liablo to bo sent back under 
the law. (jlovcrnmont ofltcera assert that lie 
was not only a laborer within the meaning 
of the law, but that he is liable to go back 
becauae of his conyiotion of a felony,

To Laud And Show Tliat Tliey 
Are Not Extra 
dltable. 

Sax FRANcraoOj . Ang. 17.— New and un- 
expected complioatioos have arisen here in 

tho Ezeta case. It became known yesterday 
that warrants for tho arrest of tho refugees 
hwo been in San Francieco since Tuesday, 
but that, owing to diescnsions among tho 
locil representatives of the government of 
Salvador, the doouments oannoc be served. 
The gunboat Bennington continues' in the 
meantime to cruise oil' the heads, beyond 
the three-mile limit, while tho lawyers 
representing the Salvadorean government 
are. endeavoring to patch up the affair 
of the local consulate. The trouble 
here ia' due to tho fact that the 
consulship is held by an appointeo of ex- 
President Ezeta, and who is still loyal to 
him, althout(h the new government retains 
him as its official. Nearly three weeks ago 
he left Saa Francisco suddenly and went to 
New York, and it ia said that his purposo 
was to meet PS-President K/.ata, Soon after- 
ward Vice Consul Kelly departed for Mex- 
ico, leaving the ufTtirs of Salvador to bo 
looked uf .er by Mariano Romo, a citizen 
who is an > x c insnl of Salvador. Roma, 
like Consul \'(H;nyi-ii and Vice Consul Kelly, 
ia friendly to the l<:/. aa, and Mill donotbiug 
10 jeopard zo their ciuso 

As a rtaiilt the warrants of arrest are lying 
in Comiul Vrignyun's ollice, and there is no 
ono wlio will ollicially place them in the 
hands of tho United .States marslial. Conaul 
Vfigoyen ia speeding back to San Francisco, 
but these in a poaition to know declare that 
ho (■ in bs depended ii rion to lin nothing that 
will injure his friend Kz.nta. It ia probible, 
howu\,.r that Yrigoyon will lie deposed as 
consul and that his euccessor is now en route 
by steamer from Salvador. 

\VAHiil.N(iTON, Aug. 17. — Tho State de- 
partment has tinally decided that tho Sal- 
vudorian refugees now on tho Bennington 
lying beyond tho three-mile limit oil' San 
Franciaco, shall have full opportunity to 
come into court and show, if they can, that 
thoy are not subject to extradition. Orders 
have been issued to Commander Thomas, of 
the Bennington, which were communiuated 
to him by tugboat, to keep his vessel be- 
yond the three-mile limir until ixtradition 
papers arri\'o at San Francieco. These 
papers were handed to the Siilvadorian minis- 
ter at o'clock Sunday evening. When they 
arrive the papers will be placed iu the 
hands of the United States marshal ; the 
Bennington will steam to the harbor and the 
refugees will be taken into custody and pro- 
duced before the United States court. They 
are Gen. Antonio Ezeta, late vice-president 
of Salvador ; Gen. Cataoheoo, Gen. Kolones 
and Lieut..Col. Cienfuegos, all of Ezata's 
staff. Before the canrt they will be repre- 
sented by Goczklie de Nnrsado and Hon. 
Horatio Reubens, of fjew York, as counsel. 
While this couueol may invoke the spirit of 
habeas corpuf, it will be unneceFsary, as 
they will have their opportunity, when the 
refugees are brought biforo the court in 
pursuance of extradition proceedings, to 
show that tho cx'rudirion was Bought on 
polilicil grounds, and that tho oifencos 
charged against them are not criminal in 
character. 

In the quietest manner that otlicial meth- 
ods will permit, tho navy department has 
amended tho naval regulations in such a 
fashion as to entirely reverse the policy of 
the right of asylum as laid down by Secre- 
tary Tracy in the cases of Gen. Barrundia, 
when Commander Reiter, of the United 
States steamer Ranger, received his stinging 
reprimand. The new regulation appears to 
complolely justify that unfortunate oliicer in 
his refusal to protect Barrundia, for if its 
construction of I he proper duty of a naval 
commander is correct, and in conformity with 
international law, then bo could not have 
offered to take the general from a merchant 
vesaci. The departmep.t bM h^ep induced, 
beyond qnestiott, to tnake this new regula- 
tion restricting the granting of asylum by 
the great treuble it he B been put to by tho 
harboring of the S^klvadoriau refugees on the 
Bennington,

Ni'.w Ohi.kans, Aug. 17. — Jim Flunder, a 
liugro, waa found hanging from a tree, yea 
terdoy, about throe-quarters of a mile from 
the town of Ouohita City, Dangling from 
his legs was this placard : " Fair warning 
to men entering people's hOnaes after night 
and those breaking into rooms." Flunder 
had the reputation of being a sneak thief, 
and had been arrested bevoral times for en 
tering and robbing stores and dwellings and 
puniahcd for it.

A death from cholera has been reported

The British government has annonncod 
that it will again introduce the evicted ten- 
ants' bill at the next eeision. 

Additional reports of the recent fight near 
Oroya, Peru, speak highly of the bravery of 
an American woman, the wife of a doctor, 
who remained in a hotel which was exposed 
to a shower of bullets, in order to render aid 
to tho wounded of both sides. Tho robolb 
have again appeared at Caneta, where thoy 
wounded a bub-prefuct who was coming to 
Lima. Tho government is sending cavalry 
to Cairo Azu. 

The correspondent of tho Times at Lima, 
Peru, aays: President Cacerea saya that he 
has sent reinforcoinonta to tho northern 
proviucoa lo attack tho stronghold of tho 
insurgenta, and he ia doing his utmost to 
chock the revolution. If tho inuurgonta 
aucceeii in refliating tliu attack of the gov- 
ornmont iroopu tho situation will bo eerioua. 
The Preaidont aaya the preaent outbreak has 
been diflioult to suppress on account of the 
number of small groups of insurgents which 
aro scattered throughout tho mountainous 
liiatricta. In a fight at Oroya on Saturday 
the inaurgenls lojl seventy killed ond 
wounded and tho government fifty killed 
anil wounded. 

In the House of Commons Thursday after- 
noon Sir William Vernon Harcourt, ohau- 
cellor of tho exchequer, submitted amotion 
on behalf of the government thttt'all the 
time during tho remainder of this aeaaion be 
devoted to government buaineas. The mo- 
tion waa oarried by a vote of l.'^O to 23.
